Town Topics 

The Army Camp is at present our 
largest industry outside of agriculture, 
and it does not seem to be getting the 
récognition as such that it deserves 
from this town. While it is unfortunat- 
ely nota year round camp it does pro. 
vide year round enmiployment for a 
nomber of civilians, and provides jobs 
for many more In many months of the 
year. 


The authorities at the Camp have al- 
ways been most:co-operative in hiring 
help locally where possible and have 
thus provided support for a number of 
families in this area. Attempts have 
also been made whére possible to have 
work done by local business places and 
to make considerable purchases local- 
ly where such was ‘possible: This has 
also meant increased business for the 
town. Above that we have the income 
from the Army personnel who are 
stationed here and from their families, 


Reports how have it that some 


branches of the Army and their auxil- |’ 


lary services are having difficulty with 
local help. In some instances disputes 
have apparently arisen over sundry 
problems and in other cases employees 
have, as the Army puts it, been ewing- 
ing the lead and expected a dollar in 
pay for five cents worth of work. For- 
tunately the trouble makers have been 
in the minority and the majority of 
camp employées know a good job when 
they see one and perform satisfactor- 
ably, but unfortunately the trouble 
with the minority group has forced 
some authorities to consider obtaining 
help from the cities in future, ignoring 
local help. This would ‘indeed be a 
sorry situation and steps should be 
taken to set up in the town some com- |. 
mittee or organization that might" be 
able to smoothe the troubled waters 
and make such a step unnecessary, 


It would also seem wise for local 
business concerns that might be able to 
obtain work or supply contracts with 
the Camp to take the bull by the horns 
and offer. services that will compete 
with the city concerns that at present 
hold the contracts. The authorities 
have made it clear to the Chamber of 
Commerce that they are willing to con 
tract locally if local concerns can pro- 
vide the quality, quantity and service 
that they expect. It stands to reason 
that any concern designed to serve 
only the town and district cannot-also 
absorb a large army contract so the” 
solution would’seem to be obvious. 

That a comp will remain here for | 
some years appears certain. With more , 
and more talk of defense by the de- ° 
mocratic nations of the world against 
the Communist menace it also seems 
likely that the camp Will increase in ' 
size ang importance. So it would seem 
to be a safe gamble for any local bus- 
iness man who provides services that 
the Army needs and is willing to buy, 
to take whatever steps are necessary 
to improve his business to the extent

_ To most of us, the problem is not one of whether Christ- 
Aanity or Mohammedanism or Judaism is right. For all prac- 
tical purposes, the great majority of Canadians are professing 
Christians. In some of us the connection with the Church is 
close, in others it is loose, but in most of us it exists. When we 
are to be married we seek out the minister or priest, and when 
the angel of death calls on us we seek the solace of the Christ- 
jan burial, ; 


Unfortunately in many of us our association with things 
Christian is not too intimate, and our association with the Au- 
thor of Christianity perhaps even less well developed. 

It is the. complaints of the Church that many a regular 
churchgoer and even many an industrious worker fails to ade- 
quately develop his association with the Master. In fact. this 
same failing terids frequently to be cited as an excuse by those 
who would neglect their own Christianity. 

Would it not be appropriate for us, at this time of Lent to 
center our minds on this whole matter of our relations with 
the God whom we acknowledge to be the Omnipotent. Our 
power of thought here will do much for us, for while a man 
cannot increas® his stature one cubit by giving thought, it is 
nonetheless through thought and’ contemplation that we are 


drawn closer to the truths of the Omnipotent, even though it 
is through faith that we must finally embrace them. 


On what shall we found our thought. Shall we just build 
our thughts on the shaky foundation of our own imaginations, 
or shall we seek some more secure footing. Those who build on 
shifting sand must not be disappointed if their house shall fall. 
Where then shall we find the rock? 


It is unthinkable that an all-powerful and omnipotent God 
would fail to provide his creatures which possess the intelli- 
gence of human beings with some tangible expressions of His 
wishes for them. This being the case, we as professing Christ- 
jans or believers in God are led to the only work 
that bas been acknowledged as being provided by.Him . . . the 
Holy Bible.

Without 
the solace they afford we must face the grim reaper with no 
assurance whatever. 


Christianity offers us not only hope but assurance. To 
grasp this assurance we must embrace the promises of the 
Divine first with thought and then with faith. Thought cannot

THE HAZARD OF PENSIONS — 


Sa y 
Most of the recént advances in med- 
icine have tended to prolong the life 
of older people. Consider the signiti- 
cance of this fact as applied to any 
pension system. To add one or: two 
years to the gfoup over 65 is to in- 
crease the number of. older people 
alive by as much as one fifth. That, as 
Peter F. Drucker points out in ‘his 
Harper's Magazine article “The Mirage 
of Pensions,” means that to ‘provide 
$100, monthly would require one-tenth 
of labor’s total income, 

Mr. Ducker is not opposed to pen- 
sions, as such. He only doubts their 


feasibility, He eqncedes that the re-— 


cent steel strike established the prin- 
ciple of industry’s responsibility to the 
older worker, But he points out that 
written is a clause that pensions shall 
be paiq “as long as business remined 
excellent.” 
Only under such conditions could they 
be paid, This John L, Lewis quickly 
proved by the collapse of his own pen- 
sion plan. when the miners switched 
from a five-day to a three-day week. 

The reason is simple. All present 
plans are “pay-as-you-go.” That is, 
the employer pays into the fund just 
about sufficient to meet the need of 
those now eligible. As more become eli- 
gible, or as business conditions deter- 


crease, Quite possibly the next union

PASTURE RESPONSE 
TO FERTILIZER: 


The problem. of increasing the pro- 
ductivity of pasture land in lvestock 
areas is one which has been extensiv- 
ely studied, by the Division of Ilustra- 
tion Stations, says Ross Cairns, Bince 
1926 thie Diyision of the Departmen 
of Agriculture has conducted pasture 
fertiliser studies on widely scattered 
station farms in Prince Edward Island, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, 
Ontario and British Colombia. Four 
hundred and eighteen yield records 
have been obtained from a standardiz- 
ed formula study in which there is a 
comparison of the relative value of 
1,000 Ib. per acre application of 0-12-0 
and 0-12-6 every three years, and 0- 
12-6 every three years plus 100 Ib. am- 
monium sulphate annually in stimulat 
ing pasture growth. On the average of 
all yields recorded, phosphorus when 
useq alone (0-12-0) has been the most 
effective nutrient, giving a yield in- 
crease of 3.03 tons of green herbage 
per acre over the 5.55 tons obtained on 
the unfertilized check areas. When 
potash was added (0-12-6) the yield 
inerease was 0.57 tons per acre. The 
addition of 100 Ib. of ammonium sul- 
phate annually as a supplement to the

.|0-12-6 has further increased the yield 


by 0.96 tons of green herbage per acre. 
The effect of these various treatments 
on thé per cent clover, 
weeds is also recorded. The highest | 
per cent clover was found on the areas | 
treatea with 0-12-6, where it makes up 


On the unfertilized area clover contri- 
buted only 28 per cent of the herbage. 

In addition to the fertilizer formula 
comparisons, plots have been included 
for a study of the effect of annual ap- 
plications in comparison with the ap- 
plication of fertilizer every three years. 
One plot received 333.3 Ib. 0-12-6 plus 
100 Ib. ammonium sulphate annually, 
while another received 1,000 Ib. 2-12-6 
annually, and still another received 
1,000 Ib. 0-12-6 every three years plus 
100 Ib. ammonium sulphate annually. 
The plot which received the applica- 
tion of minerals every three years with 
nitrogen yearly has yielded 10.11 tons 
per acre on the average of 418 tests. 
The one treateq with the light avnli- 
cation annually yielded only 9.62 tons 
and that which received the heavy an- 
nual application produced 11.15 tons 
per acre. 

There has been general yield res- 
ponse to the application of fertilizer 
elements to permanent pasture awards. 
The largest and most widespread yield 
increage has been obtained from super 
phosphate, while the highest per cent 
clover has been recorded on those 
lareas treated. with a 0-12-6 formula.
